APPOINTMENT  OF  HEARING  OFFICER 
In  June  1992,  the  Governing  Council  approved  a  new 
Code  of  Student  Conduct.  The  policy  and  procedures 
in  this  Code  deal  with  student  non-academic  conduct 
that  the  University  considers  unacceptable.  The  Code 
requires  a)  the  Dean  to  appoint  an  Investigating 
Officer  to  look  into  complaints  made  against  stu¬ 
dents;  b)  the  Faculty  Council  to  appoint  a  Hearing 
Officer  to  decide  on  complaints  made  against  stu¬ 
dents  and  to  chair  hearings,  if  necessary,  to  deter¬ 
mine  whether  or  not  the  students  have  committed  the 
offense  alleged. 
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Walter  Kucharczyk  (Department  of  Radiology)  has 
been  appointed  Investigating  Officer.  Faculty  Council 
must  now  appoint  a  Hearing  Officer.  Council  mem¬ 
bers  are  therefore  asked  to  come  to  the  next  meeting 
of  Faculty  Council  (Monday,  February  22)  prepared  to 
nominate  persons  as  Hearing  Officer.  The  Officer  may 
be  a  member  of  the  academic  or  administrative  staffs, 
a  student,  or  someone  who  is  not  a  member  of  the 
University.  It  would  be  preferable  if  nominators 
obtained  in  advance  the  willingness  of  their  nominees 
to  stand.

EXPENSE  REIMBURSEMENT 
The  rate  allowed  for  use  of  a  personally-owned 
automobile  while  on  approved  University  business  has 
increased  from  27  to  29  cents  per  kilometer,  effec¬ 
tive  February  1,  1993.  The  per  diem  allowances  have 
increased  by  50  cents  to  the  following  new  rates: 
Breakfast  -  $9,00;  Lunch  -  $10.00;  Dinner  -  $21.00. 
The  total  per  diem  allowance  is  now  $40.00. 

Expenditures  for  meals  while  on  University  business 
should  be  claimed  based  on  receipts  attached  to 
one's  expense  account.  When  receipts  are  not  avail¬ 
able,  a  claim  may  be  made  for  actual  expenditures  in 
any  amount  up  to  the  per  diem  allowances  noted 
above,  in  lieu  of  specific  receipts.  These  per  diem 
allowances  cover  meals  and  incidental  expenses 
including  gratuities,  laundry,  dry  cleaning,  local  tele¬ 
phone  calls  and  other  similar  types  of  expenditures. 
Reimbursements  for  such  expenses  incurred  while 
traveling  in  other  countries  will  be  based  on  these 
rates  in  Canadian  dollars.

This  new  policy,  which  is  effective  beginning 
with  the  April  30,  1993  year-end,  provides  for  carry 
forward  by  academic  departments  of  100%  of  all 
negative  year-end  balances  and  100%  of  all  positive 
year-end  balances,  upon  approval  of  plans  for  their 
expenditure  by  the  Dean.  Submission  of  these  plans 
will  form  part  of  your  final  forecast  for  the  1992/93 
year,  which  is  due  in  May  1993.  Department  carry¬ 
forwards  exclude  staff  benefits  while  those  for  self¬ 
funding  units  include  staff  benefits  as  before.  Any
